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FEDERAL  GRANT  LAUNCHES 
MATERNITY  AND  INFANT  CARE  PROGRAM 

-MCG  TO  PARTICIPATE- 

The  United  States  Public  Health  Service  has  awarded  a 
$281,  000  grant  to  the  District  Director  of  Public  Health  for 
the  development  and  implementation  of  a  program  of  ma- 
ternity and  child  care. 

Director  of  the  program  will  be  Dr.  Abe  J.  Davis, 
Richmond  County  Public  Health  Officer.  Co-director  will  be 
Dr.  Donald  E.  O'Rourke,  instructor  in  obstetrics  and  gyne- 
cology at  the  Medical  College.  Dr.  Frederick  P.  Zuspan, 
head  of  the  college's  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology, will  serve  as  consultant. 

The  project  to  be  supported  by  the  grant  is  a  planned 
co-ordinated  effort  by  the  Medical  College  and  eleven  county 
health  departments  (Burke,  Columbia,  Glascock,  Jefferson, 
Jenkins,  McDuffie,  Richmond,  Screven,  Taliaferro,  Warren, 
Washington)  to  implement  a  complete  program  of  preventive 
medicine  as  applied  to  "antenatal,  natal  and  postnatal  high 
medical  risk,  poverty-stricken  obstetrical  patients  from  a 
predominently  rural,  economically  depressed  geographical 
area" . 

"One  of  the  major  objectives  of  the  program",  says  Dr. 
Davis,  "will  be  to  find  patients  early  in  pregnancy  who  have 
or  are  likely  to  have  conditions  which  increase  the  hazards 
of  childbearing  for  themselves  or  for  their  infants,  and  to 
provide  care  for  them". 

Lack  of  such  care  has  been  a  perplexing  problem,  the 
acutene s s  of  which  is  made  evident  by  a  State  Health  De- 
partment report  that  approximately  ten  percent  of  all  live 
births  in  Georgia  occur  in  the  home  without  the  benefit  of  a 
medical  attendant. 

"Patients  will  be  admitted  to  the  program  only  on 
referral  from  public  health  departments  in  the  counties  con- 
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cerned",  says  Dr.  O'Rourke.  "The  obstetrical  service  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Georgia",  he  added,  "is  unique  in  that 
it  is  a  referral  service  for  high  risk  patients,  including 
those  with  toxemia  of  pregnancy.  The  incidence  of  the  dis- 
ease is  probably  the  highest  experienced  by  any  obstetrical 
service  in  the  nation". 

During  the  course  of  the  project,  emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  patient  education  in  the  local  county  health  setting 
as  well  as  at  the  Medical  College's  teaching  hospital.  As- 
sociated per sonnel will  consult  andadvise  patients  on  proper 
and  adequate  diet,  medication  and  treatment,  and  will  pro- 
vide needed  nursing  care. 

Establishment  of  the  program  is  expected  to  be  followed 
by  annual  grants  to  support  continuation  of  the  project.

NEW  ANIMAL  CARE  FACILITY 
APPROVED  FOR  MCG

A  $161,  000  federal  grant  has  been  awarded  MCG  for  the 
development  and  construction  of  new  animal  housing  and 
laboratories  to  be  built  at  Gracewood  State  School  and  Hospi- 
tal. The  grant  from  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service 
will  be  matched  with  $135,  000  in  state  funds. 

The  $296,  000  animal  facility  will  be  operated  solely  by 
the  Medical  College  as  a  part  of  the  institution's  research 
complex.  It  will  contain  air  conditioned,  humidity  and  temp- 
erature controlled  inside  space  for  various  animals,  plus  a 
quarantine  area.  There  also  will  be  outside  exercise  space. 
The  unit  will  be  designed  to  provide  adequate  and  economi- 
cal space  for  animals  undergoing  lengthy  studies,  and  will 
allow  some  investigative  procedures  to  be  performed  at  the 
site.  Like  other  animal  facilities  which  will  remain  on  the 
medical  campus,  the  new  structure  will  be  supervised  by 
Dr.  Charles  R.  Wallace,  Assistant  Research  Professor  of 
Physiology  and  Director  of  Veterinary  Services. 

The  Medical  College  is  involved  in  a  long-term  medical 
and  b  i  o  1  o  g  i  c  a  1  research  program  with  certain  emphasis 
being  directed  toward  biochemical  and  genetically- related 
disease.  The  school  also  is  continuing  its  pioneer  work  in 
the  fields  of  blood  flow  and  blood  volume,  and  has  plans  to 
expand  its  research  activities  in  the  areas  of  metabolism, 
nutrition,  genetics  and  embryology.  The  new  animal  facility 
is  expected  to  contribute  vitally  to  research  presently  under 
way  and  contemplated.
